~.--handle-resovery efforts in-the 
Cincinnati area and will also 
house the headquarters staff 
supervising all the Ohio ac- 
tivities. Total personnel com- 
plement on board is around 
150, recruited from the 
variqus field offices in Region 
V (the. mid-central states). 
Supplementing, are ‘support 
staff" from HUD’s central of- 
fice as well as other regions 
in the country. 

There's something about a 
disaster that brings out the 
best in people. Perhaps it’s 
the accute realism that “there 
but for the grace of God go 
|." The spirit to help, to give 
comfort and aid takes. on a 
new meaning*and ‘the’ “let's 
pitch. in” attitude bursts to 
the fore and’ stays there. 

That attitude had never 
been more pronounced than 
as evidenced by the HUD 
disaster staff. Regulars and 
“temporary hires’ -- those 
recruited for the mission-- 
have bonded themselves into 
a smooth, efficient and’ pro- 
duction-oriented orgahi- 
zation. No matter that many 
have absolutely no ex- 
perience in disaster 
response— they learned by 
doing and the training period 
was right now! 

There's an old saying, in 
disaster operations that you 
gotta hit the ground running! 
If you can't you’re part of the 
problem rather than the 
solution, There have- been 
“mighty ‘few problems. from 
disaster personnel- in this 


regard. 
The disaster staff re- 
sponding to the housing 


mission peaked at 165 per- 
sons. That number will be 
reduced as HUD *requiars 
complete their mission and 
return to their normal duty 
stations. Where necessary 
“local hires” will replace 
them. Many of the. latter will 
be held over for the Phase II 
side of the operation. 

A word about this:-housiag 
recovery missions are a two- 
sided coin. Phase | is to “get 
them into temporary 
housing"’~ Phase II is to “get 
them out.” This is reasonable, 
Temporary housing is not to 
be construed as,permanent in 
any sense of the word. It 
covers up a year, while the 
victims are making their own 
arrangements for their 
ultimate living location.

building or lose his life. 
Evidence that Ms. -Jones 
had suffered some injuries 
was given by Or. John 
Woodham, assistant director 
of Surgery at Huron Road 
Hospital, where Ms. Jones 
eppeared the day after her 
alleged bout with an alleged 
inquisitor. Or. Woodham 
testified that-doctors at Huron 
Hospital had found linear and 
circular scars all over Ms. 


He also testified that the 
woman was. found to. have 
been burnt on the inside and 
outside of the vagina, both 
thighs, front and back; and 
there were .signs of injury 
around the wrists and ankles. 

The doctor gave what 
might have been damaging 
testimony by saying there 
were some fresh scars on Ms. 
Jones’ back and from the way 
they were situated it was 
almost impossible that they 
were self inflicted. 


PRESCRIPTIONS 


When Arrington testified, 

he categorically denied 

injured Ms. Jones. In 

fact gton intimated that 

Ms. Jones wounds were seif- 
inflicted. 

According to Arrington’s 
testimony Ms. Jones often in- 
flicted wounds on her body 
when she was depressed. He 
said the woman was. upset 
because he had refused to 
Mm her. 

Arrington told the jury com- 
posed of six men and six 
women, when police arrived 
at the Euclid Ave. apartment, 
that there. was no”* blood 
visible on or about the body 
of Ms. Jones and there was 
no visible indication of tor- 
ture. 

An East Cleveland detec- 
tive testified when he arrived 
at the scene he and his men 
found a woman's slip with 
reddish stains, an extension 
cord, a pot holder (for real 
pots) and two plastic rods 
amid the churned up covers 
on the bed.

“Everyman for himself and the devil 
lake the hindmost,” is an old cliche, 

This is the position the Negro has 
been forced into ever since the first 
Black man set foot on the Redman’s 
land. In other words, when you are 
behind, it's rough to catch up. Yet. if 
you don't catch up. you will always be 
behind . 

Faced with the realities of this 
dilemma. the Negro in America has 
waged a relentiess struggle to try to 
catch up. Hard’as we have tried, we still 
find ourselves way behind in all the cat- 
@gories by. which real. progress. is 
measured 

Getting our own people to realize the 
position they occupy in the general or- 
der of things, is most difficult. All too 
often we confuse individual achieve- 
ment with ‘group’ progress. 

Hank Aaron may be the top baseball 
star today. But. that doesn't'mean that 
Negroes in anyway are sharing propor- 
tionately in .the operation of 
professional baseball. Other than as~ 
players. we don't even have our foot in 
the door~ 

The same situation exists in 
protessional todtball and basketball. In 
all of these professional sports, if you 
took away every Black player, the sport 
would instantly lose its professional ex- 
cellence. On the other hand, if every 
Black dollar invested in all of these 
professional sports were withdrawn, 
and every Black» manager and coach 
resigned, their leaving wouldn't create 
a small ripple : 

Black movies. radio. television. rec- 
ords, all contribute millions-of dollars in 
income to favored and” fortunate in- 
dividuals, on which they live fabulously 
and, in all too. many tases. extravagant- 
ly. but their wealth choegtsonce aly 
ever extends beyond ir personal 
needs and selfish comforts = 

If one or all of. these high salaried, 
high living individuals suddenly 
vanished from our midst. economically. 
socially or politically, they wouldn't 
even be missed, 

This is because in the area of fun- 
damentals, the economic value of these 
people to our total needs is so inconse- 
quential, and their contributions to.our 
basic progress is so nil, that the 
average Black man or woman's life is 
so little affecjed by their contributions, 
it is difficult to measure their input on 
the racial progress scale. 

Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.. had an 
earning power slightly beyond a 
poverty level income. In comparison to 
what Hank Aaron, Jim, Brown, Abdul” 
Jabbar, Isaac § _,2s, Johnny Mathis, et 
al ear "Dr, King’s Garnings weren't 
even, peanuts 

Yet the social, political and economic 
value to all Black people of one Martin 
Luther King in comparison to all these 
gther gadfly characters is so much 


An ancient wall in Jerusalem, which 
is said to contain stones from King 
Solomon's Temple, and at which Jews 
traditionally gather to lament and pray. 
is_called the “Wailing Wall” 

Black _Americans._have eno such 
historic structure at which to give vent 
to their laments over the assorted 
inequities that continue to keep them 
second-class citizens, even though, for 
a brief day or so. they converted the 
Washington Monument and Lincoln's 
Memorial in the Nation’s Capital to 
such use. Some of us still hear the echo 
of the words uttered by the tate Dr, Mar- 
tin Luther King, and his prophecy that 
some day, “We Shall Overcome.” 

The basic difference between 
America’s blacks and Israel's Jews,’at © 
this point in time. is that when, Israel's 
Jews have stopped wailing. they gird 
on their armor and go into battle to 
maintain their new-found nationhood 
against the unfriendly forces around 
them. Meanwhile, we Black Americans 
just keep on wailing, even when time 
and circumstances offers us a golden 
opportunity to reward our friends and 
chastise our enemies. 

Such atime arrives. periodically, in 
the form of local. state and national 
elections, such as the Primary Election 
in Ohio to be held on Tuesday, May 7.

We are quick to idolize 
people on shallow credentials. being 
SWayed in our decisions by fickle or 
temporary public acclaim, or some in- 
consequential achievements, never 
stopping to realize that all that glitters 
is not gold.

in the areas of fundamental essen- 
tials basic to our progress, we are slow 
to respond or don't react at all, We 
demand too little from those who can 
afford and should give. and expeci.too 
much from those we overburden with 
our problems 

The 'NAACP's Legal Defense Fund is 
an organization very few of our so-' 
called intelligentsia know much about 
And, practically none of our big salary 
earners ever contribute a dime to. Yet, 
if it wasn't for this one organization, un- 
der-financed and its overworked staff, 
the whole civil rights program and 
movement, despite the enthusiasm of 
pioneering Black students, the wisdom 
and leadershtp.courage of King. Young, 
Randolph, et al, would have fluttered, 
sputtered and folded up years. ago 

Yet. some 3000 Blacks recently spent -. 
thousands of dollars to go to Little 
Rock, Ark.. for a so-called second 
session of a Black Political Convention, 
that contributed absolutely nothing but 
more confusion to our total racial ob- 
jectives. 

This is why we are having such a dif- 
ficult time trying to keep from dropping 
further back, when, by all the rules, 
based on some of our individual 
achievements, we should be catching 
up. 


We are now coming into:a poiitical 
campaign. This is an area where we are 
still far behind. Yet, Black candidates 
are being opposed by already-elected 
Black officials. 

Since politics and economics are so 
important to both our existence and 
progress,-you would think that any 
qualified Black candidate would 
automatically get the enthusiastic sup- 
port of every other Black person. 

This is the only method we can use to 
try to catch up. BUt, unfortunately this 
isn't-true.- in the. May 7th primaries in 
Ohio, many well qualified Black can- 
didates will lose to their white op- 
ponents Simply because Black leader- 
ship and Black voters didn’t think 
enough of their own cause to go to the 
polls and vote for them. 

We are. ahead. in being the most 
clownishly dressed, and having, per-_ 
‘censage-wise. the most in prison, but, in 
all the important categories of progress 
and achievement, we are way behind 
and losing ground. Yes, when you are 
behind, it’s hard to catch up.

turnout is not ‘only dismal, but 
disgracefully low, - 

Considering the fealities of today's 
society. staying at~home-on—election 
day is a luxury no Black American can 


- afford. Obviously, the actions of elected 


officials, city, state and federal, are in a 
large measure responsible for the Black 
condition of powerlessness. 

In virtually all of Qhio’s countie 
voters will be called upon on May 7 to 
select men and women. who. if 
nominated by their parties, and sub- 
sequently elected in November. will 
determine policies. shape legislation. 
administer our laws, collect our taxes, 
set budgets for education. health and, 
yes. welfare. 

They will also generate economic 
policies that will directly effect our right 
to life. liberty and the pursuit of some - 
semblance of happiness.

Rep, Charles J. Carney (D-Youngstown), who was 
unquestionably the most vocal and steadfast suppor- 
ter of civil rights legislation during his many years as 
art Ohio State Senator, let the old FEPC gang down 
recently when he voted for an anti-busing proposal in 
the U.S. Congress 

His alliance with conservative Democrats and right- 
wing Republicans in voting down the amendment on 
the House floor would not have been so earth shaking 
it he had not established such a distinguished civil 
rights record while serving in the Ohio Legislature. 

Although his vote was obviously shocking to mem- 
bers of the old FEPC gang, with whom he worked 
during the 15 year fight for FEPC legislation, it was 
apparently no surprise to a national civil rights figure. 

Nathaniel R. Jones, General Counselor, NAACP. 
and a Youngstown native, was critical of Carney's 
vote, but said, it is a fairly common practice for erst- 
while liberals.to change their stripes after making it to 
Capitol Hill. 3 

Once they've established a civil rights record they 
often act as ifthe 14th Amendment of the Constitution 
does not apply to Ohio, Jones asserted. 

Carney, according to one published report, cited 
his Ohio civil rights record in “defending his anti- 
busing vole. His argument was, of course, valid, but in 
going against the amendment he would have to admit 
that he dramatically sanctioned the truism of that old 
adage of “politics making strange bedfellows," 

The Dayton Journal Herald, in its endorsement of 
Richard D. Celeste for the Democrat Lieutenant 
Governor nomination last week. unlike the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio, was high in its praise of 
James R. Williams, Celeste's black opponent. 

While the BEDO failéd to even mention Williams in 
its endorsement of the Democratic slate, the Journal 
Herald noted that Williams “strikes us as being an ar- 
ticulate spokesman for progressive government. So, 
while we do not endorse him, we express the hope 
that he witl see fit to seek statewide’ office in the 
future, should he not triumph this -time.” 

it is also of interest to note that theJH, unlike 
BEDO, did not say Williams doesn't have a chance for 
the nomination. The JH also made it “perfectly clear" 
that of the nine candidates in the Lieutenant Governor 
race, Williams. is. its second choice. Celeste. and 
Williams, the editorial stated, “are the two men in the 
field whom we regard as clearly superior to the-rest of 
the pack.”

New Hairstyling Tips 
For Black Women 


The “natural” haircut is 
moving into a whole new soft 
look. It's an easy look to 
achieve according to Sevaria 
Baker, specialist in hair 
stylings for black women at 
Henri Bendel in New York. 
For getting the best results 
with the “natural” cut, here 
are some tips. 

For this style, the hair is cut 
three to four inches long all 
over the head.

Frequently the question 
arises as to who are the 
Black travelers. In essence 
the underlying question. is 
what segment of the Black 
population are in this area of 
consumption? In my opinion 
there is but one logical or 
practical answer which can 
be given. and that is. today 
there is no set section or pat- 
tern of Blacks who. for 
reasons of age. income. -edu- 
cation or occupation can't at- 
ford a luxury vacation or 
necessitate travel 

Many Blacks are now able 
to travel because of the 
numerous means and 
methods that exist which 
gives the average person the 
privilege to go now and pay 
later through the mass use of 
credit cards 

Although not so long ago 
tew Blacks: were holders of 
credit cards such as 
American Express, Diners 
Carte Blance. ite. and 
perhaps this was solely due 
to our attitudes in thinking 
these kinds of credit cards 
were totally irretevant*to our 
normal or particular purchase 
Patterns, and in general areas 
of consumption 

However, now that their 
valve is unequiviocally clean, 
this new idea has caught on 
and is rapidly expanding 
Now we are hitting the roads 
from Maine to Mexico 
through the uses of these 
cards which are good for just 
about everything from trans- 
portation to hotel accom- 
modations, cocktails and/or 
meals, souvenir buying and 
etc. And credit cards, are 
tecognized—mostly—every- 
where around the world.
